Election/Restrictions

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: Fig. 1: reference character "36", Fig. 3: reference characters "36" and "38", 
and Fig. 4: reference characters "41", "42", "44", "48", "54", "56", "58", and "60". 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cable et 
al. (U.S. Patent 6,775,567). 

Regarding claim 1, Cable et al. discloses an apparatus (10) for capturing a 
plurality of digital images under controlled lighting conditions, comprising: (a) a 
moveable enclosure means (12) which substantially encloses an environment 
within which the plurality of digital images are captured and which enables the 
lighting conditions in the environment to be substantially controlled (col. 1, line 61 
- col. 2, line 5; col. 18, lines 18-40), (b) a controlled lighting means comprising a 
plurality of light sources which can be controlled to produce appropriate lighting 
conditions within the moveable enclosure means (col. 1, line 61 - col. 2, line 5; 
col. 18, lines 18-40), and (c) a digital image capture means (20) which captures 
the plurality of digital images from within the moveable enclosure means (12) 
(Fig. 2, col. 6, lines 32-36). Cable et al. fails to mention that the CCD camera is 
capable of taking digital color images. Official Notice is taken that a color filter 
can be used with a CCD camera in order to produce digital color images. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have used a color filter along with the CCD 
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camera as disclosed by Cable et al. in order to capture color images allowing for 
a better quality image. 

Regarding claim 2, Cable et al. discloses all the limitations as previously 
discussed with respect to claim 1 including that the digital color image capture 
means is selected from the group consisting of digital cameras, charge-coupled 
devices, and PC cameras (Fig. 2, reference character "20" - CCD camera). 

Regarding claims 3 and 4, these are method claims corresponding to 
apparatus claims 1 and 2. Therefore, claims 3 and 4 are analyzed and rejected 
as previously discussed with respect to claims 1 and 2.
